The leititr must indicaic the differences between the claims a$ filed and the claims as amended. It must, in 
panieular, indicate, in connection with each claim appearing in the intemaiional application (it being understood 
th»t idcmical indications concerning several claims may be grouped), whether 

(i) the claim is unchanged; 
(ii> the claim is oaneelled: 

(iii) the claim is new; 

(iv) the claim replaces one or more claims as filed; 

(v) the claim is the result of the division of a claim &s fikd. 

Th^ following examples xUustr&te (he manner in wtucb amendments must be e^plfliaed in the accompanying 
letter: 

I [Where orieinally there were 48 claims wid after amendment of some claims there arc 51]:

The amendments may be accompanied by a statement explaining the amendments and indicating any impact 
that such amendments might have on the description and the drawings (which cannot be amended under 
Article 19<1)). 

The statement will be published witfi the international application and the amended claims. 
It mast be in the language in which the international application is to be published. 
It must be brief, not exceeding 500 words if in English or if translated into English. 

It should not be confused with and does not replace the letter indicating the diffcrcnccs between the claims 
as filed and as amended. It must be filed on a separate sheet and must be identified as such by a heading, 
prefcnibly by using the words *^Statemcni under Article 19(1)." 

It may not contain any disparaging comments on the international search report or the relevance of citations 
contained in diat icport. Reference to citations, relevant to a given claim, contained in the international search 
report may be made only in connection widi an amendment of that claim. 

CoDscqqanee if a demand for intematiooal preliminary examlnatioii has already been filed 

If at the lime of filing any amendments and any accompanying statement, under Aiticle 19, ^ demand for 
international preliminaiy examination has alieadv been submitted^ the applicant must preferably, at the time of 
filing the amendments (and any statement) widi ihc International Bureau, also file with ttie Intemadonal 
Pieliminaiy Examining Anthori^ a copy of such amendments (and of any statement) and, wtttt requited, a 
transladoD of such amendments for the procedure before that Authority (see Rules 55.3(a) and 62.2, fii^t 
sentence).

Consequence with regard to translation of the international applicatioa for entry into the national phase 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that, upon entry into the national phase, a translation of the • 
claims as amended under Article 19 may have to be ftimished to the designated/elected Offices, instead of, or 
in addition to, the translation of the claims as filed.
